Whera not to file the amendments?

How? Either by cancelling one or more entire claims, by adding one or more new claims or by amending the text of 

one or more of the daims as filed. 

A replacement sheet must be submitted for each sheet of the daims which, on account of an amendment or 
amendments, differs from the sheet originally filed. 

Ail the claims appearing on a replacement sheet mu3t be numbered in Arabic numerals. Where a claim "a 
cancelled, no renumbering of the other claims is required. !n all cases where daims are renumbered, they must 
be renumbered consecutively (Administrative Instructions, Section 205(b)).

It may not contain any disparaging comments on the international search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report. Reference to citations, relevant to a given claim, contained in the international search 
report may be made only in connection with an amendment of that claim.
